e. “Any records of logistical information regarding transportation, 
locations, etc. for the above trainings” 

f. “Any records detailing any department money or other pubhc 
funding that went towards counter-terrorism training programs”

promotional materials, presentations, powerpoint shdes and any other 
materials regarding the educational content of the above trainings, 
including but not limited to: ”

c. “Any records on what the participants were taught about Israeh 
counter-terrorism methods, pohcies, and techniques”
